For more than a year a large and 


progressive iudustrial corporatiou with 
plants scattered over a large territory 
in several states of the southwest has 
been improving its relations with its 
employees through the medium of a so- 
called industrial represeuration plan— 
an industrial constitution drawn on a 
basis of democracy and mutual confi- 
dence between the bead of the com- 
pany and the workmen who number 
from 10.000 to 12.000. 


To deal with the diverse interests 


of such a vast body of men is a seuious 
task involving stern responsibilities. 
Nevertheless the company, through its 
representation plan, has not only car- 
ried on social and industrial rietterment 
work on a cornpreheu.sive ^eale out has 
succeeded to settling all grievances 
without friction and without interfer- 
ence from tbe outside. 
During the 


year several increases in pay have 
been made upon tbe initiative of the 
company. 


Altogether the plan ti.-is demonstrat- 


ed itself to an iicpoituut forward step 
in the establishment of amicable re- 
lations between all the factors In in- 
dustry. 
A more widespread adoption 


of such schemes in plants and fac- 
tories is heartily recommended by the 
broad-minded manufacturers of the 
country who have started the National 
Industrial Conservation Movement for 
the purpose of getting employers and 
employee; together. 
Tbe supporters 


of tbe conservation movement realize 
that the captain of industry and the 
workingman must fight shoulder to 
shoulder to protect American industry 
against conditions that are sure to 
prevail after the War. 


Workers Elect Representative*. 


The Industrial representation plan 


was adopted in its present form by 
the directors of the company and by 
a referendum vote of tbe workmen. 
By secret ballot the workmen in the 
company's various plants select repre- 
sentatives who act as their authorized 
agents in all matters pertaining to era- 
ploy men t, living and working condi- 
tions, the adjustment of differences, 
and other matters of mutual concern 
and interest. On the other band, the 
president beeps in direct touch with 
the workmen through officers known 
as presidents industrial represeuta 
tives. 


Employees have been made to tinder- 


stand that they are absolutely free to 
present 
all their grievances even 


though they involve charges against 
the foremen or superintendents under 
whom they work. Through the wort- 
men's representatives the complaints 
are referred to the presidents' industri- 
al representatives, who in turn investi- 
gate them carefully and report their 
findings in detail to the president. 


In every case the grievances have 


been investigated fearlessly and im- 
partially and adjustments have been 
made on a strict basis of fairness, ir- 
respective of whether the award was 
In favor of the workman or tbe com- 
pany official. 
The workman, dissatis- 


fied with tbe decision of the presi- 
dents" industrial representatives, can j 
appeal to tbe higher officers of tbe com- 
pany in consecutive order t3p to the 
president. Then, if he still feels that 
be has m-t received fi3li justice, he can 
carry his case to the joint committee 
on Industrial Cooperation and concilia 
tion. comprised o' both employees, rep- 
resentatives aud the company's repre- 
sentations, and Sually to the ^tate In j 
dustrini O'nnr.ission.

there industry flourishes and workers 
are prosperous.

Xew York City, as shown by the fig- 
ures recently compiled by the Bureau 
of Census for the year 1914. 


The figures record a decided gala 


not only in the number of new facto- 
ries, capita! invested in manufactur- 
ing: and the value of manufactured 
products, but also in the sum total or 
salaries and wages and tbe number of 
salaried employes and wage earners 
since the taking of tbe last census in 
1909. 
From a percentage standpoint. 


the increase over tbe several it«*ms 
was as follows: 


Salaried employes. S2.7 per cent: sal- 


aries. 50.S per cent: wages. 35 per cent; 
wage earners. 30-7 per cent: capital in 
vested, "29 per cent: number of facto- 
ries. 26.G per cent: value of products. 
S.S per cent. 


While complete figures have not been 


published as yet for all the cities and 
States.1'still from the figures that ar;- 
now available it is evident that the 
Borough of Queens for Uae year 1914 
exceeded in the value of its manufac- 
tured products many States of tni- 
Csiioii. such as Vermont. Delaware. 
Oregon. FlorMr.. nn<3 WTombnj:: it ex- 
ceeded, also, in this respect every city 
an New York State, with the exception 
of Buffalo.

more tban fifteen or sisJeoa cities in 
l3:e United Slates which produced raan- 
nfaetwml products greater in value 
than those made in Queens for tb?

Au immense 
rudder and wings or fins on each side 
for purposes of propulsion completed 
her fittiuss. Tbe deck was guarded by 
netting. After all this preparation and 
advertisement the Eagle never got be- 
yond Victoria road, for Count Lennox 
nnd bis assistants failed to provide the 
necessary 
motive power. — London

There Is a fish called the buttermau, 


which is found off the Scottish coast. 
This fish, which is fat and comfortable 
looking, about a foot long as a role, 
makes a distinct hooting noise from 
the back of bis throat when landed In 
a net or caught on a long line. A net- 
ful of these fish, though they are rather 
rare, is sometimes caught, and "when 
they are hauled in the chorus of sharp, 
sirea-like hoots is very startling to a 
stranger. 


But in Ceylon there is a shellfish, a. 


kind of mussel, which positively sings. 
In still "weather when the water has 
ebbed away from the mussel beds for 
a few hours these shellfish can be heard 
producing a long, low, fluty sound. 
How they do it no one knows, but they 
make a quite distinct attempt at sing- 
ing, and as they have no throats they 
must produce the sound by some ma- 
nipulation of their doable shells.—Lon- 
don Globe.

National Political Conventions. 


In Democratic national conventions 


every state votes as a unit, the will of 
the majority determining the choice of 
the state delegation, the vote of tv;o 
thirds of the delegates being required 
to nominate. 
It has never been de- 


termined whether two-thirds of all the 
delegates to the convention or two- 
thirds of those present is requisite 
In the convention of 1SS4 the opposi- 
tion to Cleveland made strong effort? 
to break the unit rule. 


In Republican national conventions 


every delegate votes as an individual 
merely, and a majority vote is suffi- 
cient to nominate. The only real at- 
tempt to introduce the unit role, or 
vote by states, was made in 1880 hi 
the interest of Grant's nomination for 
ft third term (his second term expired 
in 1877). but it failed. 
These rules 


have been adopted by convention after 
convention, although their adoption by 
any subsequent convention is in no 
•way assured.

"The Gilded Man." 


The name "El Dorado," which dates 


back to the first part of the sixteenth 
century, is Spanish for "the gilded 
one" and an abbreviation for the "gild- 
ed man" (el hombre dorado). It was 
first applied to a native South Ameri- 
can ruler or priest who, so early Span- 
ish writers state, was gilded at a cer- 
tain aunual ceremony and then bathed 
in a lake near Santa Fe de Bogota, Co- 
lombia. The name next came to signi- 
fy a legendary golden city, also called 
Manoa or Ornoa, much sought after 
but never found. Later it was used to 
indicate a mythical country somewhere 
in South America where gold and pre- 
cious stones were to be found in great 
abundance and for which many expe 
ditions searched in vain, among them 
those of Ordaz, Orellaua, Von Hutten. 
Quesada and Sir Walter Raleigh. To 
clay El Dorado is used metaphorically 
to designate a place where wealth can 
be rapidly acquired.
